NC Receives 
HEW Grant 


Navarro College has received a grant from 


the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare to be used for student financial 
assistance and purchasing of equipment and 
supplies for the individualized instructional 
program in Biology according to Dr. Kenneth 
P. Walker, president of the college. 


The grant includes $29,887 to be used by the 


college for employing students who need 
financial assistance in order to attend college. 
The grant also includes $5,421 for educational 
oportunity grants to assist students from low 
income families who would not be able to at- 
tend college without financial support. $12,000 
is available for basic opportunity educational 
grants. 


Students whose educational expenses will 


exceed the financial ability of the family to pay 
are eligible for assistance-under this program. 
$15,000 is available for loans to students who do 
not meet eligibility criteria for the college 
work studies program or the educational op- 
portunity grant. Students interested in ap- 
plying for financial assistance may contact 
Charles Langlotz, director of student financial 
aids at Navarro College. 


Three thousand dollars is available for 


assisting with implementation 
of the in- 


dividualized instructional program in Biology. 
This program is being developed by Bill 
Rushing, director of the biology Department 
and Lary Reed, dean of instruction. 


Swiss Court Grants 
Burtons a Divorce 


GSTAAD, Switzerland (AP) — A Swiss civil 


court granted a divorce today to Elizabeth Tay- 
lor and Richard Burton on the grounds of 
mutual incompatibility. 


The decision was announced after a 45- 


minute hearing at Sarnen, near Gstaad, the 
Burtons' legal residence. 


Miss Taylor appeared wearing heavy 


makeup and looking tense, accompanied by 
several American lawyers. 


Burton was not present. Court officials said 


his lawyer presented a medical certificate to 
excuse his absence. 


The court awarded Miss Taylor custody of 


their 11-year-old adopted daughter, Maria. 


Terms of a financial settlement negotiated 


previously were not announced in the ruling. 


The divorce ended a decade of marriage 


marked by countless headlines, huge earnings 
for the couple's joint film appearances, an 
imperial standard of living and two separa- 
tions. It was the 41-year-old Miss Taylor's fifth 
marriage and the second for Burton, 48. 


Their romance was one of the most headlined 


in film history. They fell in love while making 
"Cleopatra" in Rome in 1961. After she 
divorced singer Eddie Fisher and Burton 
divorced his English wife, they were married 
March 15, 1964, in Montreal. 


Hank Williams Troubles 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) — A July 8 


hearing in federal court here has been set for a 
suit accusing a major convenience store chain 
of selling "unauthorized" tapes and records of 
the late country music star Hank Williams. 


U.S. District Court Judge Frank M. Johnson 


Jr. set the hearing after the suit, filed by the 
singer's estate and MGM records, was moved 
from state to federal court. 


The action accused the Southland Corp. of 


Texas, which operate Seven-Eleven and Park- 
aSak stores, of pirating the tapes. The suit says 
that Williams signed to record exclusively for 
MGM records and the contract later was 
reaffirmed by his estate. 


Southland, denying the allegations, said it 


was "tangibly encouraged" to sell the records 
by giving copyright royalties to members of the 
"alleged MGM class" in the class-action suit. 


Trade Deficit in May 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A sharp drop in farm 


exports contributed to a U.S. trade deficit of 
$776.9 million in May, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reported today. 


It was the biggest monthly trade deficit since 


October 1971 when it was $815 million. 


However, the nation still had a trade surplus 


for the first five months of 1974 of $1.5 billion. 


Imports during May increased 3.3 per cent to 


$8.4 billion, while exports fell 7.3 per cent to $7.6 
billion. 


The decline in exports followed 20 con- 


secutive months of increases and was due 
largely to a 17 per cent decline in exports of 
food and live animals. 


The May value of exports of food and live 


animals was slightly more than $1 billion, down 
from nearly $1.3 billion in April and the lowest 
total since $978 million July of last year. 


Nixon Must Meet Mortage 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A White House 


spokesman says President Nixon is still 
working out how to meet a $243,000 mortgage 
and interest payment due next month on his 
home in San Clemente, Calif. 


Responding to reporters' questions, Deputy 


Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren also said 
Monday that Nixon has not yet paid additional 
1969 federal income taxes listed by a con- 
gressional panel as amounting to more than 
$170,000. 


Warren said about the San Clemente mor- 


tgage and interest payment, due July 15: "I'm 
not sure how he's going to work that out. But 
I'm sure he'll meet whatever obligations are 
due." 


UN Soldiers Killed While 


Observing in Israel 


NEW YORK (AP) — Four Austrian soldiers 


of the United Nations Disengagement Observer 
Force in the Golan Heights were killed and one 
wounded today when a land mine exploded, a 
spokesman at U.N. headquarters in New York 
reported. 


The explosion occurred as 500 Syrian soldiers 


worked to clear mines from the buffer zone 
separating Syrian and Israeli troops. 


The spokesman, William C. Powell, said the 


victims were among UNDOF troops moving 
into the buffer zone. He had no other details.

No Drastic Changes Seen 
In Status of State Home

Several officials said last 


week that they do not believe 
the future of the Corsicana State 
Home is in danger because of 
current advocacy 
of foster 


home care instead of the in- 
stitutional care of children. 


Mrs. 
Dorothy Pollock of 


Caldwell, the president of the 
Ex-Students' Association of the 
State Home, told the Daily Sun 
early this month that, "I'm 
afraid the State Home's in 
danger." 


She referred to an article 


from 
the Austin American 


which discussed foster care and 
institutional care and said the 
article "upset me very much." 


Her feelings were echoed at a 


meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce here June 14. At that 
meeting Drew Gillen reported 
that he had talked with State 
Rep. Bill Heatley when he was 
here 
to 
speak 
at 
the 


homecoming at the State Home 
June 8. 


Gillen 
said 
Heatley 
had 


learned that "there is a strong 
drive" among factions in the 
state to do away with the State 
Home in favor of the "foster 
home setup." 


The State Home here is under 


supervision of the Texas Youth 
Council. 


Efforts by The Daily Sun to 


contact both Ron Jackson, 


executive director of the TYC, 
and Forrest Smith, the chair- 
man of the board of the TYC, 
have been unsuccessful. 


However, Larry Russell, a 


legislative assistant to Sen. Ron 
Clower, checked with TYC 
officials, who discounted the 
possibility of drastic change 
here. 


Russell called Sarah Cun- 


ningham at the TYC, who told 
him that the whole issue had 
been "blown out of proportion." 
He added that she said that TYC 
has 
"absolutely 
no 
plans 


whatsoever to close down the 
Corsicana school." 


Jack 
Anderson, 
superin- 


tendent of the local State Home, 
told The Sun that both Smith 
and Jackson had appeared at a 
meeting of the Ex-Students' 
association, June 8. 


They 
reassured 
them 


(association members) that the 
Texas Youth Council will not 
only definitely want to continue 
operation of the home, which 
will always be needed, but will 
also give every support to the 
home," said Anderson. "Its 
students are a vital part of the 
community, 


"We have turned the corner, 


and the air has been cleared," 
said the superintendent. "Now 
we're going to think of positive 
things." 


The article 
Mrs. Pollock 


referred to was one from the 


Austin American last May 23 
which quoted June Oliver, 
coordinator of the Texas Youth 
Council's institutions from the 
agency's central office. 


The article reported that she 


felt that children age 12 and 
younger "needed 
the- close 


relationship and personal at- 
tention that only a family can 
provide." 


She was also quoted as saying 


that "despite all kinds of good 
care these facilities can give, 
institutional living is almost 
always impersonal, and that's 
not the kind of support young 
children need." 


The TYC official also said 


that a joint study conducted by 
both.the Texas Youth Council 
and the Department of Public 
Welfare found most of the 55 
pre-adolescents living in the 
Corsicana State Home could 
probably "be adopted or put in 
foster homes with few ad- 
justment problems."

Ballenger said he wanted to 


meet with the fire represen- 
tatives to become aware of their 
feelings when preparing the 
budget. He said he feels, at this 
time, both fire and police em- 
ployes will recieve the same 
percentage of pay increases.

Equalization Board Challenged on Downtown Property Value

Eight of 11 property owners 


appearing before the Corsicana 
Board of Equalization in its first 
day of hearings Monday were 
told their valuations were "in 
line" 
with 
surrounding 


properties and therefore would 
not be lowered. Three others 
received 
adjustments, 
and 


information submitted by J.M. 
Dyer, in comparison of his 
valuations to other stores, 
prompted the board to take a 
look at the assessments and 
agree "to call in" some other 
store owners with questions 
about their renditions. 


The board — comprised again' 


this year as last of Chairman 
Julian Bell, Joe Fogg and J.C. 
Buchanan — was to convene 
again today at 1 p.m. and again 
at the same hour Wednesday. 
Should additional tax payers 
want to meet with the board 
beyond Wednesday's scheduled 
final day of hearings, members 
said they will schedule ad- 
ditional meetings. 


Again this year, the city had 


assessed 
the 
Dyer 
store 


building at 124 West Collin St. at 
$100,000, same as last year's 
valuation, and the owner had 
rendered it for $75,000. 


Dyer told the board "I woke 


up last fall to the fact we were 
paying more than anybody 
else" and had gone before the 
Corsicana 
school 
district's 


board of equalization board 
with comparative information 
bearing this out with the result 


he got his school assessment 
lowered to 
5 $75,000. 


He said the store was built in 


1929 at a cost of $63,000 and the 
building where Hand's Fur- 
niture presently is located was 
built at the same time, by the 
same 
contractor, 
and 
at 


"almost twice the cost" yet the 
Hand building is assessed at 
$47,000 and is 100 by 100 feet 
whereas his store is only 50 by 
100, or 50,000 square feet. Dyer 
said Beaton Street has "always 
been prime property" yet there 
is not a 50,000 square foot 
building on Beaton assessed at 
$100,000. 


He and Miss Ruth Spencer, 


formerly the store's advertising 
director, pointed out to the 
board that the J.C. Penney 
store, which has 70,000 square 
feet, is assessed at $57,000; the 
old telephone company building 
now 
occupied 
by 
Green's 


Western Wear, of comparable 
size to Dyer's, is assessed at 
$27,000; and according to in- 
formation they got off city 
records Withrow Furniture and 
Big Four Shoe Store, located on 
"a corner" on Beaton where the 
Dyer store formerly had been 
years ago, were assessed at less 
than the Penney building in the 
middle of the block. 


Board members checked city 


records 
of 
Tax 
Assessor- 


Collector Ernest Stokes and 
reported they showed equal 
square footage of 7,280 for 
Withrow's with an assessment 
of $24,770 and for Big Four with 


an assessment of $27,200. 


Dyer asked the board to "look 


at what the shopping centers 
have done to Beaton street" 
noting the vacant buildings, and 
pull-out of several "downtown" 
stores to locate new stores in the 
centers. He noted there hadn't 
been a major new store built in 
Corsicana downtown or any city 
of comparable size in more than 
10 years, and expressed his 
conviction that should the Dyer 
Company "leave" its present 
location that any new depart- 
ment store would be attracted 
to occupy the building. 


Acknowledging that he "had a 


point," Chairman Bell advised, 
after 
centering with fellow 


members, they would "go along 
with lowering the store building 
to $80,000". All three pledged 
they will take a closer look at 
some of the other properties 
cited for comparison "and call 
them in" to talk about their 
renditions against assessments. 


This pledge was re-iterated 


even stronger when Dyer ob- 
served "we also woke up on (the 
matter 
of 
assessment) 
of 


personal property". He said 
examination of city tax records 
showed Beall's 
Department 


store's 
personal (inventory) 


assessment 
at 
$43,200 
and 


Penney's personal assessment 
at 
$42,000 
"while 
we 
are 


assessed at $120,000." Of all 
other stores; personal property 
valuations he examined, Dyer 
said he found Penney's and 
Beall's to be th» mgnest "and I 


don't think ours ought to be 
three times higher than theirs." 
He added he personally didn't 
see how his store's personal 
(inventory) property valuation 
should or could be even twice 
theirs based on the volume of 
business he had reason to 
believe they did in the town. 


At this urging, the board got 


out 
records 
and 
began 


examining personal property 
assessments of six to eight other 
stores — both downtown and in 
shopping centers — pledging 
that they will call in other store 
operators and advise Dyer at a 
later date — after checking the 
others — whether or not the 
board will lessen his $120,000 
assessment 
on 
personal 


property for inventory. 


Both Dyer and Miss Spencer 


assured the equalization panel 
"we are not trying to get theirs 
raised, but ours lowered." 


The board agreed to lower its 


1973-1974 assessment of $16,000 
on Mr. and Mrs. E. C. Nor- 
woods' personal assessment for 
their ice factory at 800 West 
Seventh Avenue to the $7,000 
figure they had rendered the 
property for when Mrs. Nor- 
wood explained the assessment 
was for the plant's antiquated 
equipment, not the building and 
their home next door as board 
members had thought to be the 
case. Mrs. Norwood told the 
board 
the 
equipment 
was 


"used" and came out of a plant 
in Arkansas in 1935 when it was 
installed, and much of the old-

If you believe a man loses his 


farming skills just because he 
hasn't done anything agricul- 
tural in decades, you're wrong. 
You ought to see the great, big 
red tomato on the vine beside 
our fireplace chimney. 


This great production endeav- 


or started a few weeks ago 
when we became caught up in 
this year's big fad—planting 
vegetables. 


A good many city 
folks 


plowed up their back yards and 
began growing onions, squash, 
corn and things like that or try- 
ing to. 


There is a spot about three 


feet by three feet at our place 


where 
nothing ever would 


grow, not even Johnson grass. 


Therefore, we reasoned, the 


soil must not be worn out by 
too many crops. 


Well, sure enough, the to- 


matoes began to flourish and 
the first one should be ready to 
pluck in a couple of days. 


It has not been easy. It's eas- 


ier than growing cotton in the 
Dust Bowl, but there is work to 
be done. 


As everyone these days know, 


if you talk nice to your plants 
they will work themselves to 
death for you. 


Carry that one step further 


and sing to them. 


First we tried a few bars of 


that old pioneer favorite, "The 


Hell-Bound Train." Three blos- 
soms fell off. 


Perhaps that was an immoral 
song. We tried a verse of "On 
Jordan's Stormy Bank," half- 
way expecting the blossoms to 
lift themselves off the ground 
back onto the vines. 


They 
stayed 
where they 


were. 


We fear our voice will never 


get us on the stage of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera. But who would 
think that tomato vines are mu- 
sical critics? 


We are considering working 


out an extortion deal with the 
church. It will ignore all our 
sins if we promise never to sing 
along with the congregation. 


Started sweet-talking to the

plants and they began popping 
out with tomatoes. Now there 
are 14 of all sizes, which is not 
bad for four plants. 


It looked like disaster had 


struck at one point in time. 


One of the stalks turned 


black and appeared about to 
die. 


Called 
up 
our 
long-time 


friend, Monk Vance of the Fort 
Worth Star-Telegram, to whom 
we turn in times of crop crisis. 


He acted just like a doctor 


you've awakened at 3 a.m. to 
complain about your head cold. 


"There's a lot of that going 


around now," he reported. 


Like a doctor who tells you to 


take two aspirin and go back to 
sleep, Vance said give the 
plants an extra shot of super- 
phosphate fertilizer. It worked. 


The Agriculture Department, 


noting all this vegetable activi- 
ty across the nation as well as 
in our back yard, made a sur- 
vey to see what people like. 


Most disliked are eggplant, 


turnips 
and 
okra. 
Around 


Texas, okra is a big favorite. 
Maybe the easterners don't 
know how to cook it. 


Neither parents nor children 


like those three. Children addi- 
tionally don't like asparagus, 
brussels sprouts, beets, squash, 
broccoli and cauliflower. You 
could add the rest of the vege- 
table family to the children's 
"against" list. 


The easiest way to get a child 


to eat a vegetable is to put it in 
a bright wrapper and call it 
candy. 


Back to talking to plants. 
Grandpa used to raise just 


about the best crops in Baylor 
County except for people who 
farmed 
Brazos 
River 
bot- 


tomland. 


Several persons noted that 


when he was alone ona plow or 
a planter, he talked a lot. 


Finally accused of it. he ad- 


mitted he was reciting Bible 
verses, praying a little and oc- 
casionally voicing a small ser- 
mon. Maybe that was why his 
crops were so good. 


Which opens up possibilities.

TOKYO (AP) - Over the 


past 2,000 years Chinese rebels 
unsuccessfully fought a daunt- 
ing foe named Confucius. Com- 
munist revolutionary Mao Tse- 
tung has joined the seemingly 
endless battle. 


To outsiders, the campaign 


being waged by the 80-year-old 
chairman of the Chinese Com- 
munist party seems a curious 
one, wrapped up as it is in de- 
nunciation of a recently dead 
Red hero named Lin Piao and 
entwined in the threads of polit- 
ical intrigue. 


But to Mao — a scholar, poet, 


calligrapher, historian and po- 
litical thinker — it is as signifi- 


cant and important as any past 
battle he has fought on his way 
to power. 


For millions of Chinese still 


live by the ethical system hand- 
ed down by Confucius 25 cen- 
turies ago, precepts which have 
seeped into the Chinese blood- 
stream. 


The sayings of Confucius are 


legion. But essentially what he 
stood for was perfect order in 
human society. To achieve it, 
he advocated a freezing of the 
Chinese classes, a place for ev- 
eryone and everyone in his 
place. 


Above all, he counselled loy- 


alty — of sons to fathers, wives 
to husbands, of the ruled to the 
ruler, of the people to the em- 


peror. 


Though there were periodic 


uprisings — chiefly by peasants 
— in Chinese history, little 
changed. The new rulers ap- 
plied the Confucian formula 
and stability returned. The first 
real revolution in 2,000 years is 
said to have been the Commu- 
nist one, which swept Mao to 
power in 1949. 


But was it? 
The intensity of the campaign 


against Confucius suggests Mao 
believes it has not yet suc- 
ceeded. Confucius' hold on the 
Chinese heart and imagination 
remains largely unshaken. Un- 
til it can be loosened and 
thrown off, Mao's rival system, 
a mixture of the Chinese ex- 


perience and the alien philoso- 
phy of Marxism-Leninism, can- 
not push up through the under- 
growth and grow roots of its 
own. 


This, diplomats and China ex- 


perts here say, is the central 
fact of the continuing 
and 


wordy movement against Con- 
fucius. 


Others may see in it a 


devious intrigue, involving Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai, or a stage 
for confrontation between the 
left and the right wings of Chi- 
nese communism. 


. But Mao regards it as a 
struggle for the survival of the 
body of political thought called 
"Maoism." 


Lin Piao, a shy, diffident 


man primarily a military lead- 
er, shot to the Chinese heights 
during the 1966-69 Great Prole- 
tarian 
Cultural 
Revolution. 


Taking the lead, alongside 
Mao's wife, Chiang Ching, his 
personal secretary Chen Po-ta, 
and a handful of other radicals, 
he pictured himself as Mao's 
most faithful disciple. 


He became deputy chairman 


of the party, and Mao's publi- 
cly acknowledged successor 
after the cultural purge ended, 
only to die in a plane crash in 
Mongolia in September 1971, 
branded as a traitor caught 
red-handed plotting to murder 
his old chief. 


In the campaign against Con- 


fucius he is seen as accomplice 


oa aa 


rather than chief villain, an 
over-ambitious schemer tainted 
by the ideas of Confucius. 


Except among the scattering 


of people who supported him — 
now driven underground — his 
influence is not believed to be 
great in the China of 1974. 


But Mao counts on him, and 


the horror he believes was 
aroused by his treason, to serve 
as a bludgeon with which to 
beat the still animate Con- 
fucius. 


His objective appears to be to 


convince the ordinary Chinese 
that a bright future is in store 
for him if he follows the road of 
Chinese socialism. 


But Mao's dream of creating 


a new kind of Chinese human 


— mentally alert, politically in- 
telligent and militarily adept — 
must compete with the deeply 
ingrained notions of the Golden 
Mean, of virtuousness, of toler- 
ance — and passivity — which 
Confucius 
so 
successfully 


brought into the marketplace 
many centuries ago. 


Mao admits the struggle 


against Confucius will last a 
long time, certainly for years 
after his own death. 


Its outcome will determine 


China's course for perhaps an- 
other 100 years.

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Sadat Threatens to Use 
Air Force against Israel 


By The Associated Press 
Egypt is prepared to send its 


air force to defend Lebanon 
against Israeli air raids, even 
at the risk of another Middle 
East war, Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat was quoted today 
as saying. 


"I shall also make it a point 


that President Nixon is made to 
realize we shall not remain in- 
active toward Israeli attacks on 
Palestinian refugee camps in 
Lebanon," Sadat said in an in- 
terview published by the Beirut 
magazine As Sayyad. 


Israeli artillery shelled the 


Lebanese village of Jouaya 12 
miles from the Israeli-Lebanese 
border Tuesday night and pre- 
liminary reports said there 
were heavy losses. 


The shelling was apparently 


in retaliation for the Palestin- 
ian guerrilla attack on the Is- 
raeli town of Nahariyya Mon- 
day night, in which an Israeli 
woman, her two children and 


an Israeli soldier—as well as 
the three Arab raiders—were 
killed. 


Meanwhile in Jerusalem, po- 


lice said two bazooka rockets 
set to be fired by a timing de- 
vice were discovered early to- 
day in a field in the suburb of 
Ramat Eshkol. Security forces 
exploded the rockets and no 
one was hurt. 


Sadat in the interview said he 


made the pledge last week in a 
letter to Lebanese President 
Suleiman Franjieh after Is- 
rael's air force attacked Pale- 
stinian guerrilla positions in 
refugee camps in southern 
Lebanon. The guerrillas said 34 
persons were killed. 


Lebanese Arab press reports 


said Sadat had offered to sta- 
tion five squadrons of Egyptian 
MIG21 interceptors in Lebanon. 
Syria also reportedly offered to 
supply Lebanon with mobile 
and shoulder-fired antiaircraft 
missiles. 


The Lebanese government 


has made no comment on the 
reports, presumably waiting 
the outcome of a conference of 
Arab defense and foreign min- 
isters opening in Cairo Monday. 


Israeli Information Minister 


Aharon Yariv said in Jerusa- 
lem the support of Egypt and 
other Arab countries for Pale- 
stinian terrorism was endan- 
gering the American peace ef- 
fort. 


Sadat also told As Sayyad 


that the Soviet Union stopped 
arms deliveries to Egypt imme- 
diately after the October war, 
"but we have since been get- 
ting modern weapons from oth- 
er sources" which he did not 
disclose. 


Sadat added that he had in- 


vited Soviet Communist party 
chief Leonid Brezhnev to meet 
with him in Cairo " because I 
am not prejudiced and have no 
complex about my relations 
with the Soviets ...." 


Volunteer Army 
Reaches Goal 


BELTON, Tex. (AP) - The 


volunteer Army has reached its 
first goal, full strength, with 13 
combat-ready divisions, Secre- 
tary of the Army Howard H. 
Callaway said Tuesday night. 


Callaway said, "The volun- 


teer Army is working. We have 
met the number one goal (full 
strength). The question now is 
what kind of people can we 
man the Army with. It's the 
kind of challenge that will set 
the style of the Army for the 
next 20 years."

corded voice vote, said they 
were concerned about the in- 
creasing 
number 
of

House aides. 


Roy Ash, director of the Of- 


fice of Management of Budget, 
who had asked the House to re- 
tain the present salary frame- 
work, takes his case to the Sen- 
ate today. 


The House bill also subjects 


the president's entertainment 
and travel allowances to audit 
of the General Accounting Of- 
fice, an arm of Congress. 


Fourteen White House offi- 


cials now earn the top level of 
$42,500. The House bill stipu- 
lates that nine positions must 


be shifted by attrition to lower 
grades ranging from $38,000 to 
$40,000. 


Republicans charged the bill 


was 
Democratic 
retribution 


against Nixon. GOP Whip Les- 
lie Arends snapped, "Iknow 
partisan politics when I see it." 


Backers cited the greater 


role the White House staff 
plays at the expense of Cabinet 
departments, 
whose officials 


must account to Congress. 


An amendment to cut off Nix- 


on's legal staff, personal staff 
and $70,000 travel money so 
long as House and Senate sub- 
poenas for Watergate materials 
are not honored was shouted 
down by voice vote. 


The bill authorized $11.2 mil- 


lion for White House staff sala- 
ries. Then the House included 
this money in a $5,5 billion ap- 
propriations bill which was ap- 
proved by 367-13 vote and sent 
to the Senate.

Black Lodges 
Win Round of 
Court Battle 


HOUSTON (AP) - A state 


district court judge has ruled 
that the Texas Alcoholic Bever- 
age Commission (ABC) made 
procedural errors in an effort to 
revoke the liquor license of a 
predominantly black fraternal 
organization. 


The ABC has sought to lift the 


National Sportsman's Fra- 
ternal Order of Texas's "ex- 
emption certificate" so alcohol- 
ic beverages could not be sold in 
24 of its 90 state lodges. The 24 
lodges are in Houston, Baytown, 
Cleveland, 
Lufkin 
and 


Nacogdoches. 


However, Judge Wyatt H. 


Heard ruled Tuesday that the 
ABC may still hold hearings to 
determine if individual lodges 
are complying with state law. 


Russell Hayes, president of 


the organization, said the lodges 
should be exempt much the 
same as veterans groups are. 
He said the order helps raise 
money for scholarships 
and 


charities which benefit blacks. 


In a two-day hearing earlier 


this month, the commission at- 
tempted to show that immoral 
activities allegedly took place in 
some of the lodges. ABC offi- 
cials said if this could be prov- 
en, there would be grounds to 
suspend the group's exemption 
certificates, which permits the 
sale of alcohol without payment 
of state licensing fees. 


"The court does not rule on 


the substantial evidence alleg- 
edly supporting the orders of 
the ABC in this case because the 
court finds that the lifting or 
refusing of an exemption cer- 
tificate for a 
fraternal 
or- 


ganization is not a proper order 
of the ABC unless it is shown 
that the organization is not in 
fact a fraternal one," the judge 
said in his ruling. 


He said the evidence showed 


the order was a fraternal or- 
ganization. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Max P. 


Flusche Jr., who represented 
the ABC, said "the judge's ref- 
erence to the issue of a certifi- 
cate of exemption means it was 
not the proper step for the ABC 
to take." 


However, he said the ruling 


means "we can have a future 
hearing to determine whether 
or not they will be permitted to 
sell alcoholic beverages." 


Flusche said he did not know 


when the ABC would arrange 
such a hearing.

Baylor Gets 
Contract to 
Study Flu 


HOUSTON (AP) - A mas- 


sive study of the methods nec- 
essary to prevent influenza was 
announced Wednesday by the 
Baylor College of Medicine. 


The study, expected to last 


between eight and 10 years, 
will be conducted along with 
the National Institute of Allergy 
and 
Infectious 
Diseases 


(NIAID) of the National In- 
stitutes of Health. 


Th NIAID has awarded Bay- 


lor a $2.8 million contract to 
establish a multi-disciplinary 
research center to study in- 
fluenza in man. The center will 
serve as a national focus of re- 
search efforts to find answers 
to many of the puzzling ques- 
tions surrounding influenza, Dr. 
Dorland J. Davis, director of 
NIAID said. 


The contract is for five years, 


but Baylor officials said they 
expect a continuation of feder- 
ally-supported operation for as 
much as 10 years. 


Baylor was the only center to 


receive a contract after a na- 
tionwide competition of 14 in- 
stitutions. 


Dr. Robert B. Couch of Bay- 


lor, the director of the In- 
fluenza Research Center, said a 
new worldwide strain of in- 
fluenza virus is expected to ap- 
pear in the next four to five 
years. 


One of the goals of the cen- 


ter, he said, is to better pre- 
pare the world to deal with the 
next outbreak of the disease, or 
possibly prevent it. 


"We experience epidemics 


about every two to three years, 
and panedemics (a worldwide 
epidemic) 
every 
10 to 
14 


years," Couch said. "The last 
panedemic was in 1968 with the 
Hong Kong flu. 


"The influenza is constantly 


changing, and 
it is 
these 


changes which contribute to 
frequent epidemics," he said. 
"Then at some point, the virus 
exhibits a major change that 
results in a panedemic. This is 
what makes prevention 
so 


difficult." 
Officials Say 
Utilities Will 
Keep Going Up 


HOUSTON (AP) - Officials 


of several Texas utility com- 
panies say they don't believe 
there is a way to halt fast ris- 
ing utility rates. 


Gov. Dolph Briscoe has said 


he will call a special session if 
the Texas Legislature can fig- 
ure out how to stop the sky- 
rocketing rates. 


Last 
week, the 
governor 


asked the House Energy Crisis 
Study Committee to hold a 
series of hearings on the prob- 
lem. He also told State Rep. 
John Newton, D-Beeville, chair- 
man of the committee, he will 
call a special session of the leg- 
islature if the committee can 
find a way to cut rates. 


Jackson C. Hinds, president 


of Entex, Inc., of Houston, for- 
merly known as United Gas, 
Inc., said he did not believe 
there was a "whole lot" the 
legislature can do to hold down 
rising utility rates. 


"It's like when you see a 


storm coming and you say you 
want to stop it, but you can't," 
said Hinds. 


Briscoe has said his imme- 


diate concern is natural gas 
rates, both gas sold to con- 
sumers and to electric utilities 
which use fuel to generate elec- 
tricity and pass on the higher 
fuel cost to its customers. 


"Utility rates are tied to 


whatever fuel sources we can 
get," said Norman R. Lee, 
president of Gulf States Utility 
Co., a large electric utility 
based in Beaumont. "Unless we 
bring down the price of fuel 
sources, we can't bring down 
rates." 


Unless the legislature can 


come up with more supplies of 
natural gas, Ix;e said he doesn't 
see what they can do. 


Harry Fair, a vice president 


of Coastal States Gas Produc- 
ing Co., which furnishes natural 
gas to the city-owned com- 
panies in Austin and San An- 
tonio, said supplies of the fuel 
are "getting shorter and short- 
er." 


One 
effective 
method 
for 


holding down utility rates, he 
said, would be for state con- 
trols on the fuel, giving priority 
to residential and small power 
plant use. 


John Speaker, an official.of 


Central Power & Light Co. of 
Corpus Christi, said the legisla- 
ture might help in the long run 
by giving electric utility com- 
panies a higher priority on buy- 
ing scarce natural gas. 


However, Speaker said offi- 


cials of his company, which 
serves a 44-county area, "really 
don't see how the legislature, at 
this time, could give any par- 
ticular relief for these high 
rates."

Gramm has served as a 


consultant to HEW and also 
served as a special consultant 
on energy environment in 1973. 
He placed blame of the energy 
crisis on the government. 


"As facts have come to 


displace political rhetoric, it 
has become increasingly clear 
that government stupidity and 
not industrial collusion has 
produced America's energy 
problems," Gramm said. He 
has testified before the U. S. 
Congress on the energy crisis 
and worked for Rep. Olin E. 
Teague on energy legislation in 
January, 


Dr. Gramm noted that in the 


continental U. S., Alaska, and 
the Continental Shelf, we have 
vast oil supplies and gas 
reserves. "In shale reserves, at

Dr. Gramm 
noted that while the "Petroleum 
Era" will pass on as the Stone 
Age did, there will be no real 
petroleum 
shortage 
if 
the 


government 
allows the free 


market to work. 


Gramm charged that price 


ceilings on natural gas have 
stifled output, created foreign 
dependence, 
and 
increased 


prices to consumers. He added 
tha the Phase I through IV price 


controls put a profit squeeze on 
the petroleum industry that 
caused domestic 
investment, 


drilling, and production to fall 
off. 


According 
to 
Gramm, 


Federal 
legislation 
passed 


during the energy crisis was 
"aimed at spreading misery 
rather than getting rid of the 
shortage." 
He 
spoke 


specifically of the Emergency 
Energy Act which would have 
spent $1.5 billion on mandatory 
rationing of gasoline, a type of 
"panic 
legislation" 
he said 


would have perpetuated 
the 


shortage had it not been vetoed. 


Gramm concluded that our 


current fuel problems 
prove 


that government intervention 
does not solve problems, but 
creates others. "We must now 
rely on the American Free 
Enterprise 
System, 
which 


elevated the United States to the 
most powerful agricultural and 
industrial nation on earth to 
solve our problem. But as big 
business and government ap- 
pear to get firmer control, the 
common people are scared 
senseless about their position."
